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NOVEMBER IN RETROSPECT 


Harold Sleeper, winner of the Brunner 
Scholarship award, given in 1942 jointly 
by the New York Chapter and the Architec- 
tural League, was the guest at a dinner 
given by those two organizations on 
Thursday, November 2nd. 

Following the dinner, Mr, Sleeper 
gave us a most interesting report on 
the study for which the scholarship 
funds were awarded him, which he called 
"A Realistic Approach to Private Invest- 
ment in Urban Redevelopment as Applied 
to East Harlem." His talk was illus- 
trated by lantern slides as well as by 
an exnibit of maps and charts shown on 
the walls. 

Arthur Loomis Harmon gave a brief 
cescription of the Manhattan Develop- 
mont Committee under whose aegis Mr, 
Sleeper's work was carried on, That 
Committee was made up of representa- 
tives of the Chapter and the League, 
and also of various banking and lend- 
ing institutions whose interest in urban 
redevelopment was evidenced by financial 
contributions equal to those of the 
architects. Earl Schwulst, Vice Presi- 
dent of the Bowery Savings Bank, was 
also a scheduled speaker, 
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The current proposal to amend the 
Zoning Ordinance has been the subject 
of three recent Chapter meetings. On 
October 27th, Ralph Walker gave a summary 
of the survey on zoning made by his firm 
for Savings Banks and Mortgage Conference 
Groups, illustrated profusely with 
charts and photographs. A capacity au- 
dience was present to hear Mr, Walker, 
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On November 8th, members of the Chapter 
were fortunate in hearing Mr. Harold 
Lewis's exposition of the Zoning Amend- 
ment as proposed by Major Huis, This 
was illustrated with plans and diagrams 
and went a long way towards convincing 
some of us of the advantages of the 
bulk and area method over the method 
proposed by the City Planning Commis- 
sione 
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As a result of this exposition, a 

spocial meeting of the Chapter was 

requested for the following Monday 
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afternoon, at which the Chaptcr's int- 
erest in zoning was evidenced by the 
‘largest attendance we have had at any 
meeting so far this year. After con- 
siderable discussion, the Chapter fin- 
ally voted to urgo the rejection of the 
City Planning Commission amendment and 
to support the method of zoning as re- 
commended in the Huie proposal. This 
was à disappointment to many, hewever, 
who felt that the Planning Commission's 
proposal should have had the Chapter's 
support as a matter of expedioney in 
getting the much needed changes. 

The outcome before the Board of Es- 
timate is awaited with great interest, 
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On November 15th the Chapter hold a 
dinner mecting to discuss the relations 
of private practice and civil service 
to Architecturo and Public Works, The 
purpose was to promote better under- 
standing and cooperation betwoen the 
two groups: 

This was the first time that the 
City's Civil Service bureaus have been 
invited to participate in our discus- 
sions. The Chapter was more than 
pleased with the interest which the 
Civil Servico omployees showed by their 
attendance at the mecting, and it was a 
little disappointing that tho architccts 
did not do as woll. 

After some sevon short spoeches 
which brought out the points of view of 
bureau employees, private practitionors, 
labor unions and civil sorvice guilds, 
there was general discussion from the 
floor. The meeting went off exccod- 
ingly well, with the general feeling 

hat both groups had been mado much more 
aware of each other's problems, The 
hopé was oxpressed that further meetings 
of this sort might be arranged and a 
vote was taken to forma committee of 
three Chapter members and three repre- 
sontatives of tho Bureaus, to carry on 
the works i 

Mr, Del Gaudio remarked that ho had 
found a now ficld for recruits for 
A. I.A. membors! 
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Our story would not bo camploto with- 

out mention of the Forum on Plastics 
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held on Sunday afternoon, November 12 at 
the Waldorf Astoria. This forum was 
held in connection with the Annual Fall 
Conference of the Plastics Industry. 

Two boards of oxperts, one from the 
architectural profession and one from 
the plastics industry, asked pertinent 


questions of each other, under the watch- 
ful eye of two moderators, Morris Sanders 


being moderator for the architects and 
C. W. Blount of Bakelite Corporation, for 
the plastics industry, 

A well planned program of short ad- 
dresses, followed by the keen and appo- 
sise questions posed by sach group,made 

a stimulating and very worth-while 
nisernoon, and the Plastics Industry 
expressed the hcps that similar 
mectings can be made a part of further 
nlastiss conferences throughout the 
country.
